THE AGRICULTURAL SO- 


CIETY ASSESSMENT. 


At the annual meeting of the stock- 


holders of the State Agricultural Society 
it was unanimously vo^ed to allow the 
Trustees to assess the capital stock at 
the rate of $2 per share. The object of 
the assessment was fully explained at 
the annual meeting, and every stock- 
holder preient recognized the necessity 
of levying an assessment 'or the purpose 
of paving the interest due on the mort- 
gages previously given by the Society. 
The mortgagees demand their interest, 
and it is no more than just that they 
should have it. Should they foreclose 
there could not be any State Fair this 
year, and thit they threaten to do un- 
less the interest account is settled. 
They are willing to wait a reasonable 
term of years for the principal. In ac- 
cordance with the wish of the stock- 
holder tho Trustees levied the assess- 
ment, and each life member is called 
upon for $20, and all can see the neces- 
sity for prompt payment. The Agricul- 
tural Society has been of benefit to the 
State, and at the next session of tbe 
Legislature an effort will be made to 
place it completely under State control, 
as is about to be done in California. 
Unless this can be done the Society will 
die a natural death. For six yeara it 
has managed to give Fairs, without 
State aid, and it has been so liberal in 
purses and premiums that its improve- 
ments have caused a debt of $25,000, 
which is*o heavy a burden as to make 
it almost impossible for the Society to 
pay the interest, let alone any of the 
principal. It was clearly demonstrated 
in 1879, that the Fair could easily pay 
expenses. The property of the Society 
cost nearly $45,000. There are many 
reasons why the State should take the 
property, pay the debt, and thus enable 
the State Fairs to be continued. 


SHARON'S POLITICAL 
PJ2CTS. 


[Oareon Appeal, Feb. 11.] 


Already th» excitement regarding the 


Fall election is beginning to simmer, 
and politicians aro putting the claims of 
their favored candidates to the fore. 
The United States Senatorship naturally 
trkes precedence in this State. At pres- 
ent \Villinin Sharon's name is the most 
prominent, from the fact that a certain 
class of men, who do the low work of 
political campaigns, are anxious to see 
a political fight made. A Sharon fight 
means plenty of money distributed 
through the pot-houses, places of com- 
mon resort, and among the riff-raff of 
both parties, who stand ready at all 
times to sell their votes for coin. It' 
means lively times, an exciting cam- 
paign, bribery, corruption and political 
mendacity of the vilest sort. During 
that timn these hungry buzzards, who 
hang about such scenes, will dip their 
beaks in the putrid mass, and gorge 
themselves with their first square meal 
for two years. 


His last campaign in Nevada was car- 


ried by the expenditure o? vast sums of 
money, although he was personally pop- 
ular with the people. To-day Sharon 
has not a dozen real frieuds among tho 
honest voting population of the State. 
Since he has held the high office of 
United States Senator he has so per- 
sistently neglected the interests of his 
constituents that his friends have fallen 
off, and his only followers now left are 
the men who hunger and thirst after his 
coin. His double-dealing with the Leg- 
islature in the famous Opbir transaction 
will not goon be forgotten. He spent 
thousands of dollars in some counties 
only to carry them by bare majorities, 
and reached the Senate by a close call. 
After making a disgraceful record for 
himself and earning the contempt of tbe 
people, he comes up again for their suf- 
frages. 


Taking all the factors of the game 


into consideration, the change in public 
sentiment, his dead and buried popu- 
larity, his disrespect shown for the peo- 
ple he should serve and their utter con- 
tempt for him, it cannot be figured down 
but that Sharon's next fight will cost 
him at least four times as much as his 
previous one did. He does not to-day 
know -who are his friends or who are 
his enemies. The length of his sack 
alone determines that, and the only man 
on earth that he can really count on as 
loyal is his poor, despised Chinese ser- 
vant, Ah Ki. 


THE LA8T SPIKE. 


raolflc Railroad iSinkine Fund. 


Representative McLane has reported 


to the House a bill from the Committee 
on Pacific Railroads to create a sinking 
fund for the Kansas Pacific, Sioux City 
and Pacific and the Central branch of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Companies. 
It recites, among other tnings, that the 
United States, in vifiw of the indebted- 
ness and operations of the above named 
companies and of the disposition of 
their respective incomes, is not and can- 
not without further legislation be secnre 
in its interests in and concerning said 
railroad and companies. Tje In 1 sim- 
ply extends the general provisions of 
the Thnrman Act of May, 1»78, as mod- 
ified by a bill introduced in tbe House 
by Mr. McLane on the 231 of last 
month to the three additional subsidized 
roads mentioned in tbe title. It also 
provides that these three companies 
shall, on the lat of April and October 
iu tach year, pny into the Tream.ry, to 
the credit of the sinking fund, the fol- 
lowing amounts, namely: The Kansas 
Pacific, $150,000; the s'ionx City and 
PiK-ific, $30,000, nnd the Central branch 
of the Union Pacific, $30,000.

The completion of the Nevada Central 


Railway shortly before 12 o'clock last 
night was an event that will long-be re- 
membered by residents of Lander coun- 
ty, and especially those of Austin. From 
day to day for a week or two past, there 
has been much speculation indulged in 
as to the ability of tbe contractor, Gen. 
James H. Ledlie, to bring a locomotive 
inside of the city limits on the 9th of 
February. He said he would, nnd he 
did! At sundown last evening about a 
mile of track-laying had to be done. 
About half-past 9 o'clock they reached 
the top of the hill east of Marshall can- 
yon, nnd from that elevated position the 
sight presented by torchlights and fires 
along tut) track tor a mile and a half in 
length, \mdrr the light of which wore to 
be seen hundreds of men employed on 
the work, and hundreds of visitors, men, 
women and children, was superbly 
grand, and c:iu only be realized by 
those who have witnessed like panora- 
mic views. 


At 10 minutes to 12 o'clock track-lay- 


ing was complete to section stake 4,811, 
being 900 feet u i thin the city limits, as 
appears by autli <nty of the County Sur- 
veyor, wlieu Gi .111 al Ledlie proclaimed 
with a stentoii.iu >oice fiat the great 
feat had been p 'ifoimod. He then and 
there notified tjfl 1 muty Commissioners 
present—B.iki-. uad Triplett—of the 
fact. 
After wi.ub. Allen A. Curtis, 


Treasurer of th.- company, presented 
Geceral Letllio md Colonel Lymau 
Bridges t-Hcli \i. i li i silver spike, and the 
third for Aust n t'. Stokes, one of the 
New York Synu.< itc, accompanied by a 
neat little bji.fch. 
Returning to the 


city limits, the ctii'mony of "last spike 
driving", took place, Ledlie and Bridges 
each driving their own and Mr. Curtis 
the one intended for Mr. Stokes. Ap- 
propriate speeches wcr» made by each. 
Gen. Lecllie's remarks were timely and 
enthusiastic. He remembered all who 
had in any way contributed to the great 
enterprise, and felt that the event was 
the beginning of a new era for Lander 
and the surrounding conuties that would 
be benefited by the Nevada Central Rail- 
road. At the conclusion of his remarks 
as well as of the other gentlemen, cheer 
after cheer went up and the best of feel- 
ing prevailed. 


Tho moment the completion of the 


work was announced, n signal was given 
to Melville Curtis, stationed on an emi- 
nence not far distant, "who sent up rock- 
ets as a signal »o the city, when in quick 
succession followed the booming of can- 
non stationed on the mountain sides of 
the canyon in which Austin is built. As 
also fire-works, bonfires, steam whistles, 
etc., all of which were kept up until one 
o'clock this morning. 
Half an hour's 


intermission and cannonading was re- 
newed for half an hour or more. Just 
before one o'clock two of the railroad 
locomotives came to the front and toot- 
ed their steam whistles at a lively rate, 
which signified "we are here." At two 
o'clock this morning Main street pre- 
sented the appearance of a city of met- 
ropolitan proportions, BO numerous were 
the people. It geeiued as though the 
enthusiasm would never subside. 


The Nevada Central Railway is now 


one of the permanent enterprises of the 
State, and in the course of a few days 
trains will be running between the city 
of Austin and Battle Mountain on sched- 
ule time. 


Considering the brief period since the 


work was undertaken and the unusual 
severity of the weather during the per- 
formance of two-thirds of the work, 
Gen. Ledlie, tbe contractor, and all em- 
ployed under him as detail directors, 
are certainly entitled to a great deal of 
credit for succeeding in getting through 
by the time they pledged their reputa- 
tion. 


In conclusion, on behalf of the citi- 


zens of Austin and surrounding country, 
the Reveille heartily welcomes the Ne- 
vada Central Railway as a part and par- 
cel of Lander county, and trusts that 
its construction may never be regretted 
by anyone concerned. 


COMPLETION OF THE JNSVAOA CENTRAL 


RAILBOAD.—We congratulate our neigh- 
oors of Lander and Nye counties upon 
the completion of their iiew railroad 
from Battle Mountain to Austin. It has 
been u long struggle, and that it was 
finally successful is something which 
the men of Austin, especially, have a 
right to be exceedingly proud of.
